WASHINGTON, Dec. 12 (AP).— 
Edward R. Stettinius Jr. and his 


team of six prospective assistants 
told Congress today that a reor- 
ganized State Department is aim- 
ing at “a liberal and forward- 
looking foreign policy.” 

Testifying pefore the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee in 
the jam-packed Senate caucus 
room, the new Secretary of State, 
his Under Secretary-designate and 
five assistants told how they in- 
tend to ¢arry out their jobs if the 
Senate confirms their nomina- 
tions, 

Their more than two hours of 
jestimony was keynoted by Stet- 
tinius, who outlined five major 
departmental objectives, as fol- 
lows: 

“(1) The fullest possible sup- 
port in the conduct of our for- 

eign relations for our armed 
forces, so that the war may be 
won at the earliest possible 
moment. 

“(2) Effective steps to prevent 
Germany and Japan, after vic- 
tory by the United Nations, from 
again acyuiring the power to 
Wage aggressive war. 

“(3) Establishment at the 
earliest possible moment of a 
United Nations organization ca- 
pable of building and maintain- 
ing the peace—by force if neces- 
sary—for generations to come. 

“(4) Agreement on measures 
to promote a great expansion of 
our foreign trade and of pro- 
ductiveness and trade through- 
out the world, so that we can 
maintain full employment in our 
own country and—together with 
the other United Nations-—enter 
an era of constantly expanding 
production and consumption and 
of rising standards of living. 

“(5) Encouragement of all 
those conditions of international 
life favorable to the develop- 
ment by men and women every- 
where of the institutions of a 
free and democratic way of life, 
in accordance with their own 
customs and desires.”

Movie theaters in St. Louis and 
St. Louis County which have been 
closed during the last week will 
open following the retufn to work 


today of striking employes at 
eight film distributing concerns 
on orders of the president of their 
international union. 

Motion picture operators will re- 
turn to their booths, but some 
confusion is expected in getting 
all closed theaters into operation 
today. One motion picture exhibi- 
tor said although the strike was 
ended in theory, it might take a 
day or two for all theaters to re- 
open because of the need to re- 
distribute films in accordance 
with previously made arrange- 
ments. 

Loew's State and Loew’s Or- 
pheum reopened today. The Am- 
bassador will open its doors again 
tomorrow at 10:30 a. m. Reopen- 
ings of the Missouri and St. Louis 
Theaters are scheduled later in 
the week. 

The film exchange employes 
and operators were directed late 
yesterday by Richard F. Walsh of 
New York, president of the AFL 
International Alliance of Theatri- 
cal Stage Employes & Motion Pic- 
ture Operators of United. States 
and Canada, to end their unau- 
thorized strike at once. Walsh 
acted on information concerning 
the strike here provided by Felix 
Snow of Kansas City, Mo., sixth 
vice president of the union. 


Employes Report for Work. 


The employes, who are mem- 
bers of the union’s locals B-1 and 
F-1, reported for work this morn- 
ing at Paramount Pictures, War- 
ner Brothers, Twentieth Century- 
Fox Films, Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer, 
Universal Pictures, Republic Pic- 
tures, RKO Radio Pictures and 
P.R.C. of St. Louis, Inc. They 
also returned to local offices of 
National Screen Service, Inc., dis- 
tributors of trailers, also affected 
by the strike. 

Snow told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter shortly after receiving the 
telegram from Walsh which or- 
dered the strikers back to work, 
he had recommended such action. 
because the union’s contracts with 
the distributors did not provide 
for nondelivery to “unfair” movie 
exhibitors. Present contracts, he 
said, fail to warrant strike or boy- 
cott action. 

Maintaining that the union 
would continue its efforts to com- 
pel three county theaters — the 
Ozark in Webster Groves and 
Osage and Kirkwood in Kirkwood 
-—to replace a single nonunion mo- 
tion picture operator with two 
union operators in each case, 
Snow said he considered the strike 
the wrong method for obtaining 
the union's objective.

PROPOSED WIPING 
OUT GERMANY’S 


Strict Control Would Be 
Imposed Over Other 
Manufactures — Plan 
Less Drastic Than That 
of Morgenthau.

LONDON, Dec. 12 (AP).— 
United States proposals for con- 
trol of Germany were said by a 
reliable informant today to call 
for “complete and ruthless” aboli- 
tion of German war industries and 
the wiping out of the Reich’s avi- 
ation enterprises. Other German 
industries would be controlled so 
completely that the Reich could 
never again dominate European 
economy. 

Ambassador John G. Winant 
was reported to have presented 
the European Advisory Council 
two or more memorandums con- 


taining the American proposals as 
part of the Allies’ plan to prevent 


Germany from ever again waging | 


war. Winant was believed to have 
discussed the data with President 
Roosevelt and the State Depart- 
ment during his recent visit to 
Washington. 

Chemical Restrictions, 

The Americans were believed to 
have suggested that it should be 
made impossible for Germany’s 
chemical industries to manufac- 
ture poison gas or similar weap- 
ons. The proposals specified, how- 
ever, that civilian requirements of 
medicines and drugs should be 
allowed, the informant said. 

The plan was reported to provide 
also that the whole question of 
Allied control of industry should 
be settled jointly by the United 
States, Britain, Russia and France. 

The plan was understood to 
grant latitude in Germany’s fu- 
ture textile industries, since pro- 
duction would be for civilian con- 
sumers. 

The proposal does not go so far 
as the plan of Secretary of the 
Treasury Morgenthau, which would 
have virtually wiped oyt German 
industry and made the country 
dependent largely on agriculture. 

British Plans Submitted. 

Britain was understood to have 
presented its plans covering Ger- 
man industry, foreign and domes- 
tic trade. 

Neither Russia nor France has 
submitted views. France was be- 
lieved to be waiting until Gen. de 
Gaulle finished digesting his talks 
with Premier Stalin, so as to har- 
monize French proposals with 
those of the Soviet Union. 

The European Advisory Council 
was understood already to have 
started discussions on the Ameri- 
can and British plans.

The Southern railway’s Aiken- 
Augusta Special and two freight 
trains were involved in the wreck 
just across the Potomac River in 
Virginia. C. B. Beales, 57 years 
old, of Alexandria, Va., engineer 
of the passenger train, died of 
injuries suffered in the collision at 
7:15 a. m. in a heavy snowfall.

Today was Capt. Wendell O. 
Pruitt day in St. Louis, and the 
Negro fighter pilot, recently re- 
turned from overseas, was hon- 
ored at a special ceremony at 
noon in the City Hall rotunda. 

Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann, in 
a brief address, said that Capt. 
Pruitt “typifies the patriotism and 
valor of the people of his race,” 
and that he has won honor for 
himself and his city “by his dar- 
ing and skillful deeds,” 

Capt. Pruitt, who shot down 
three enemy planes, destroyed 
eight others on the ground and 
helped sink an — destroyer, 
was officially elcomed to St. 
Louis by Mayor Kaufmann on his 
first visit home since he entered 
the Army in May, 1941, 

State Commander A. D. Welsh 
of the American Legion, who also 
spoke, said that Capt. Pruitt, 
through his service record, had

British Use Tanks in Athens Strife

Two U. S. Forces Close

GEN. MacARTHUR’S HEAD- 
QUARTERS, Philippines, Dec. 11 
(Delayed) (AP).—Japan’s defense 
of Ormoc took on the proportions 
of an annihilation today as head- 
quarters reported thousands of 
crack imperial troops wiped out 
in a trap just south of the cap- 
tured Leyte island port city. 

Doughboys of the 
seventh and Seventh Infantry Di- 
visions effected a junction just 
south of Ormoc on Monday and 
wiped out elements of the Twenty- 
sixth Japanese Division caught in 
a vise fashioned by American 
landings on the coast below Or- 
moc Thursday. 

Other units of the Seventy-sev- 
enth meanwhile destroyed the en- 
tire garrison bitterly defending 
Ormoc, Gen. Douglas MacArthur's 
communique said. MacArthur de- 
scribed the fighting as “of the 
most desperate character.” 

(The Japanese news agency Do- 
mei asserted today that Japanese 
planes had “attacked enemy forces 
on the western coast of Biliran 
Island,” north of Leyte. The re- 
port was without Allied confirma- 
tion and there has been no an- 
nouncement of an Allied landing 
on the island.) 

Yamashita Line Broken, 

Annihilation of the Japanese in 
the Ormoc sector eliminated the 
southern segment of the Yama- 
shita line. While MacArthur did 
not specify the number of enemy 
troops wiped out in the trap, he 
said in his Monday communique 
that “many thousands” were irt 
the narrowing pocket. Great 
stores of equipment and supplies 
were captured, 

Ormoc, which the Seventy-sev- 
enth Division entered Sunday, 
was an important base of rein- 
forcement for Japanese in the 
Ormoc corridor to the _ north, 
where sharp fighting has contin- 
ued for weeks despite torrential 
rains. 

With Ormoc taken, the hard- 
driving Americans turned to the 
task of clearing the enemy from 
the mountainous northwest shoul- 
der of Leyte island. 

Terrain still was virtually im- 
passable, but MacArthur said his 
Thirty-second Division was “slow- 
ly surging forward” against enemy 
positions in the rugged corridor, 
which. runs from Ormoc to Cari- 
gara Bay on the north.

BRITISH GIVE E. A.M. TERMS 
FOR ENDING GREEK FIGHTING 


E.L.A.S. Must Give Up 
Arms, “Remain Under 
English Command and 
Leave Athens Area. 


LONDON, Dec. 12 (AP).—Field 
Marshal Sir Harold Alexander ar- 
rived in Athens today and will 
take “the necessary steps” to end 
the fratricidal strife there as soon 
as E. A. M. forces have evacuated 
the Athens-Piraeus area and laid 
down their arms, the British For- 
eign Office announced tonight. 


These terms were submitted to 
an E. A, M. (National Liberation 
Front) representative, by Maj. 
Gen. R. M. Scobie, commanding 
British troops in Greece: 

1—E. L. A. S, troops must re- 
main under Scobte’s orders. (E. 
L. A, 8S. is the armed force of 
E. A. M.) 

2—All E. L. A. S, supporters 
in the Athens-Piraeus area 
must hand in their arms and 
evacuate the area, 

3—Once this is done, Alexan- 
der will “initiate the necessary 
steps to put an end to the 
present turmoil in Greece and 
restore to all Greeks, whatever 
their opinions, peaceful enjoy- 
ment of their democratic liber- 
ties, the first step of which must 
be the disbandment of all priv- 
ate armies.” 

The E. A. M. emissary, Mil- 
ciades Porphyronyennis, former 
Communist member in Premier 
George Papandreou’s government, 
then left to report to his leaders. 

Alexander, Allied commander in 
the Mediterranean, went to Athens 
with Cabinet Minister Harold 
MacMillan in an effort to settle 
the Greek dispute which grew out 
of an order by the British-backed 
Papandreou Government for the 
disarmament of the former re- 
sistance army. 

A British comunique said “there 
has been no slackening of rebel 
resistance and although some 
progress has been made in the 
Piraeus and several sectors of the 
city, the general situation has im- 
proved little.” 

“British reinforcements have 
landed and some progress has 
been made during the past 12 
hours against heavy resistance. 
Elsewhere in Greece the position 
is generally uneasy.”

E.L.A.S. GUNS SHELL

ATHENS, Dec, 12 (AP).—E. L. 
A. S. forces of the E. A. M, (Na- 
tional Liberation Front) sent 
shells crashing into Athens today, 
continuing an all-out attempt to 
break into the center of the city 
which they began last night. Royal 
Air Force planes at dawn shot up 
KE.

Man Dies in Hospital After 


Fall on Icy Sidewalk— 
Few Traffic Accidents. 


The temperature dropped to 17 
degrees in St. Louis today, the 
second lowest of the season, in the 
wake of the snowstorm that left 
the city covered with six inches of 
snow. The weather bureau said 
the cold would continue into to- 
morrow but added that no more 
snow was in sight. 

Scores of snowplows battled to 
open highways in the St. Louis 
area blocked by snowdrifts piled 
up during the night by a strong 
northwest wind. ‘Tons of gravel, 
sand and cinders were spread on 
icy city streets. Police attributed 
the small number of traffic acci- 
dents to the fact few motorists 
ventured out. 

First death in the St. Louis area 
due to storm conditions was re- 
ported today. James Hyde, 3929 
Kennerly avenue, died Mst night 
as City Hospital of injuries suf- 
fered when he slipped on an icy 
sidewalk in the 100 block of South 
Fourth street a few hours earlier. 

Highways closed by drifts in II- 
linois include No. 66 between the 
Worden junction and Hamel; No. 
158 between Belleville and Mill- 
stadt, and No. 159 between Smith- 
ton and Hecker. In Missouri, 
Route 94 was closed between 
Boschertown and West Alton. The 
Express Highway was opened to 
traffic this afternoon.

MOSCOW, Dec, 12 (AP).—Rus- 
sian tanks battled into the north- 
ern suburbs of Budapest today, 
while another powerful column 
drove westward past the great 
bend of the Danube above the city 
toward Bratislava and Vienna, 
Soviet dispatches said. 

The main body of motorized 
Russian infantry pressing south 
down the east bank of the Danube 
on Budapest was reported within 


full view of the Hungarian capi- 
tal, and tank units ranged on 
ahead, 

The .hastily-reinforced Germans 
suffered high casualties in embit- 
tered, short-range fighting, and 
there were increasing bayonet 
clashes in the outer anti-tank 
zone, it was announced. 

City Reported Shelled. 

(A Berlin broadcast of a dis- 
patch from Budapest said Buda- 
pest had been under heavy Rus- 
sian artillery fire for 30 hours, 
Other reports to London told of 
fighting between Hungarian pa- 
triots and German soldiers 
through the barricaded streets. 
The Hungarian radio announced 
that arrests and executions were 
being carried out against mem- 
bers of the resistance forces. It 
said that Lt. Gen. Janos Kiss and 
Col. Jeno Nagy were among those 
executed.) 

The southward-driving force of 
Marshal Rodion Y. Malinovsky’s 
Second Ukrainian Army pounded 
out gains of three miles yesterday 
and captured the towns of Vere- 
segyhaz and Szada, both about 
eight miles northeast of Budapest.

The approach to the edge of the 
ruined city of 39,000 population, 
20 miles southwest- of Cologne, 
was at and around Mariaweiler, 
which was virtually cleaned out, 
Mariaweiler is north of Duren. 

These towns, from five miles 
northwest of Duren to four miles 
southwest, fell to Lt. Gen. Court- 
ney H. Hodges’ army: Hoven, Pier, 
Merken, Merode, Gey, Schophoven 
and Derichweiler. 


Hodges applied the greatest 
pressure to Duren along the Auto- 
bahn, Hitler’s superhighway, which 
crosses the Roer just north of the 
city. 

An official estimate at supreme 
headquarters was that the bulk of 
enemy forces already had been 
withdrawn to the east side of the 
river, but that delaying forces had 
been left behind. These were put- 
ting up stiff and determined de- 
fense on the immediate approaches 
to Duren along an arc on the west 
side of the flooded stream. 

Seventh Army Attack. 

The United States Seventh 
Army in northern Alsace broke 
clear through the Maginot line 
and advanced more than six miles 
in eight hours, reaching Seltz, 15 
miles southwest of the Rhine city 
of Karlsruhe. Seltz is four miles 
from the Palatinate border and a 
mile and a half west of the Rhine. 
A dozen French towns along the 
Rhine were captured. 

A front dispatch said the 
Seventh Army was advancing 
rapidly north, northeast and 
northwest of the city of Hague- 
nau, captured yesterday, and was 
attacking on a 25-mile front near 
the Bavarian Palatinate border. 
At one point the Americans were 
within two miles of the frontier. 

Lt. Gen. Alexander M. Patch’s 
troops jumped off at dawn and 
encountered little resistance. The 
few prisoners taken indicated the 
Germans finally were making the 
long-predicted retreat to the Sieg- 
fried line redoubts.

Leish said he was strongly op- 
posed to Communism in America 
and believed this country must co- 
operate with Russia in world af- 
fairs. 

“I am very strongly against Com- 
munism,” MacLeish said. “I have 
always fought it in this country. 
1 am against it in any society in 
which I live.” 

Clark then read an autobiog- 
raphy MacLeish had written in 
1932 and asked the witness if he 
thought anything in it qualified 
him for his new appointment. 
MacLeish pointed out that he sub- 
sequently had seen a great deal of 
government service. 

There were no other questions. 

Stettinius Urges Co-operation. 

Stettinius, whose appointment 
as Secretary of State recently was 
confirmed by the Senate with only 
one adverse vote, said in a state- 
ment that the State Department's 
task of buiiding a lasting peace 
“can be accomplished only in full 
co-operation with the Congress 
and with the participation, under- 
standing and support of the Amer- 
ican people.” 

The new cabinet member took 
his place at the witness table with 
Senators grouped in a big ‘U’ 
around him. The marble-walled 
eaucus room, seating about 500, 
was jammed with persons who 
had stood in long queues for an 
hour before the doors were opened. 

Plush rope barriers separated 
the audience from the committee 
and witnesses. 

Microphones stood in front of 
each member of the committee. 
Special tables were set up for 
some 50 representatives of press 
and radio. . 

Stettinius, looking trim in a dark 
suit, white shirt and maroon tie, 
said that “with the wise guidance 
of Cordell Hull,” his predecessor, 
he intended to “build up the 
strength” of the State Department. 


Introduces Nominees. 

“We need a State Department 
which can carry out in the inter- 
ests of the United States a liberal 
and forward-looking foreign policy 
with levelheaded and businesslike 
effectiveness,” 
statement. 

Introducing the six nominees 
one by one, Stettinius said that op- 
eyations of the department will be 
regrouped under them if they are 
confirmed.

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GREW DENIES ADVOCATING

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Text of Stettinius’s Statement to Senate Committee 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12 (AP). 
F stctement is the tert of the 


statement read by Secretary of 

State Stettinius before the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Committee 
today: 

May I, first of all, expfess my 

deep appreciation for the gener- 
ous confidence which this com- 
mittee and the Senate placed in 
me when confirming my nomina- 
tion by the President as Secretary 
of State. I assume the duties of 
this office with a full realization 
of the grave responsibilities that 
have now passed to me in this 
challenging period of our history. 
I am strengthened for the task 
by the example of my predecessor, 
Cordell Hull, who is one of the 
truly great statesmen of our times 
and whose principles and objec- 
tives will continue to be guiding 
posts for our foreign policy in 
the days ahead. It was one of 
the most inspiring experiences of 
my life to serve under Cordell 
Hull during the past year and I 
hope and belieVe that his health 
will soon permit me to have the 
continuing benefit of his wisdom 
and counsel in the days ahead. 
The task before our country is 
a very great one, Together with 
the other United Nations we must 
carry through to complete and 
final victory the great war in 
which we are now engaged. To- 
gether with the other United Na- 
tions we must, at the same time, 
continue building the foundations 
of a secure and lasting peace in 
which there will be wider freedom 
and opportunity for our own peo- 
ple and for all peoples.

I want to tell you about 
it, even though his name is not 
before you for confirmation. He 
will be in charge of congressional 
relations and international con- 
ferences. He will seek to keep the 
Congress currently informed of all 
developments in our foreign rela- 
tions and generally to maintain 
the strongest and closest possible 
working relationship between the 
department, the Foreign Relations 
Committee and other committees 
of Congress. I regard this as of 
the utmost*importance and I know 
that you will agree with me that 
Mr. Acheson is ideally suited to 
the task. His responsibility in con- 
nection with international confer- 
ences is a new departure and is

Mr. Rockefeller has served as 
co-ordinator of inter-American af- 
fairs since 1940.

As co-ordinator, 
Mr. Rockefeller has done much in 
the past four years to develop 
better understanding and closer 
relations among the American re- 
publics in support of the good 
neighbor policy and of the war 
effort. He knows intimately both 
the governments and peoples of 
our neighbor republics. As As- 
sistant Secretary of State he 
would be, I believe, unusually well 
qualified by a combination of ex- 
perience, energy and judgment to 
contribute much to further 
strengthening of inter-American 
relationships in the days ahead.

New Department Post. 

The post of Assistant Secretary 
of State in charge of Public and 
Cultural Relations is a new one 
in the department.

General 
Holmes was in the foreign service 
and the State Department from 
1925 to 1937, when he entered pri- 
vate business.

Questioned by Senators. 

When S8Stettinius finished read- 
ing his formal statement, Connally 
invited questions from committee 
members. 
Senator Shipstead (Rep.), Minne- 
sota, said he would like an expres- 
sion from the Secretary as to 
“what he considers the foreign 
policy of the United States should 
be.” 


Stettinius replied he would be 
“delighted” to go into the matter 
exhaustively at an executive ses- 
sion of the committee. In similar 
vein, he turned off an inquiry 
from Senator Guffey (Dem.), 
Pennsylvania, who asked if it had 
been the State Department’s policy 
to follow Great Britain’s lead in 
European affairs and to take a cue 
from British policy in the Far 
East.

itary situation. Stettinius said he 
would be glad to discuss the mat- 
ter in executive session. 

Gen. Holmes Testifies. 

Gen. Holmes, the next witness, 
said only that if confirmed he 
would endeavor to serve his coun- 
try to the best of his ability “in 
the full belief that we must make 
our plans and have the tools in 
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hand to cope with the problems 
that will arise when the war 
ends.” 

Holmes told Guffey, in reply to 
a question, it was correct that he 
and Robert Murphy of the State 
Department drew up a working 
agreement with French Adm. Dar- 
lan in North Africa. Responding 
to Senator Pepper (Dem.), Flor- 


ida, Holmes sketched his career 
‘in this war, telling of his work 


in helping draw up plans for the 
invasion of North Africa and men- 
tioning in passing his hazardous 
voyage with the then Col. Mark 
Clark in a submarine and small 
boat to confer with French North 
African Icaders., 


He said“ also helped draw up 
the nlans for the invasion of Sicily 
and for its military government. 
More recently he has been at Gen. 
Eisenhower’s headquarters pre- 
paring plans for the military gov- 
ernment of Germany in the wake 
of the fighting. 

Committee Hears Grew. 


Grew, the next witness, said one 
reason why he would be glad to

see the work begun at Dumbarton 
Oaks carried through to a suc- 
cessful conclusion. . , .” 

Grew said a newspaper sketch 
of him had declared he was “in- 
hospitable to change.” Grew said 
that if that were so, “I would 
certainly not have been asked or 
have been willing to join this 
team.” 

Grew, former Ambassador to 
Japan, denied what he said were 
published misstatements that he 
favored retention of Japan’s im- 
perial form of government after 
the war. 

“I have never held nor stated 
that the Japanese Emperor should 
be maintained nor have I held or 
stated that he should be elimi- 
nated after the war,” he testified. 

No one can tell] now, he contin- 
ued, whether it would be wise to 
continue the Emperor as a sym- 
bol or whether he should be elimi- 
nated. Asserting that Japanese 
militarism stemmed from other 
sources, he said the imperial 
house had been “leading a shadow 
existence for centuries” without 
any real power of decision. 

“My position in a nutshell is 
this,” Grew said. “When we get 
to Tokyo—and we certainly will 
get there in due course—our main 
objective will be to render it im- 
possible for Japan again to 
threaten world peace... . 

“We shall have to take specific 
measures to demilitarize Japan, 
both physically and intellectually. 
This will obviously include, among 
other things, the destruction of 
the Japanese military machine 
and the destruction of their tools 
or war and the paraphernalia for 
making those tools of war in the 
future.” 

Rockefeller Statement. 

Rockefeller, on the stand, read a 
statement in which he declared 
that co-operative action with the 
American republics had proved a 
source of strength in the war and 
would be “indispensable to our fu- 
ture security and well being.”

FLOOD CONTROL 
COMPROMISE BILL 
VOTED BY HOUSE 


$1,673,000,000 Postwar 
Road Construction 
Measure Also Sent to 
Senate. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12 (AP).-— 
Compromise versions of a billion- 
dollar flood control bill and a 
$1,673,000,000 postwar road con- 
struction measure were passed by 
the House today and sent to the 
Senate. 

The two measures had been 
passed previously by both branches 
but differences over amounts and 
procedures had sent them to con- 
ference. 

Neither bill appropriate funds. 
In the case of the flood control 
bill, the projects are authorized for 
construction after the war. Later 
congressional action would be nec- 
essary to make the money avail- 
able. 

The flood control bill embraces 
a broad plan for development of 
the Missouri River valley prepared 
by the Army Engineers and the 
Reclamation Bureau. 

Recommended by President 
Roosevelt, the Missouri valley pro- 
gtam calls for a 200-million-dollar 
authorization for work by the 
Army Engineers and a like amount 
for the Reclamation Bureau. The 
President suggested creation of a 
Missouri Valley Authority to ad- 
minister the program. Action on 
this was held over for the next 
Congress. 

The®S compromise version elimi- 
nates a Senate provision that proj- 
ects be handled by “existing Fed- 
eral agencies,” a section described 
by some members as possibly in 
conflict with plana for regional 
authorities. 
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ALLIES TO BLOCK PROPERTY 
OF NAZI PARTY AND LEADERS 


NEW YORK, Dec. 12 (AP).— 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower said 
today in a proclamation broadcast 
to Germany that “the Allied mili- 
tary government proposes to block 
all property of the Nazi party, its 
leading officials and supporters,” 
so that questions of ownership 
might be determined in an orderly 
manner. It was the ninth in a 
series of proclamations directed to 
the Germans, explaining Allied 
plans for occupled Germany. 

Promising that the property of 
the United Nations and their na- 
tionals would be protected, the 
statement said, present holders of 
blocked properies ‘“‘are required to 
hold and preserve them, subject 
to the instructions of the military 
government.”

You know 
how eagerly we look for any sign 
the German home front is weak- 
ening, and how we would welcome 
news that Germany is letting 
down, Likewise, Germany and 
Japan would be overjoyed at the 
smallest sign that our determina- 
tion to win full victory was weak- 
ening.” 

Calls E Bonds a Bargain. 

Hickok said he had heard com- 
plaints the E bond quota is too 
high, and in this connection 
pointed out banks in the St. Louis 
area have more than $250,000,000 
in savings accounts. 

“I sometimes wonder,” he sa‘d, 
“if people generally realize E 
bonds are such a bargain that the 
Government limits an individual 
to the purchase of $5000 in any 
one year. If it were not for this 
limit, experienced moneyed invest- 
ors would oversubscribe the quota 
so fast it would make your head 
buzz.” 

Campaign leaders have stressed 
the sound investment values of E 
bond., and yesterday asked Ches- 
ter C. Davis, president of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank of St. Louis, 
for his opinion as a banker. 

“For the individual,” said Davis, 
“there is no better investment 
than Series E bonds. They provide 
the highest yield of any Govern- 
ment security and have no market 
risk. Every dollar placed in E 
bonds helps to bring victory 
nearer and provides the purchaser 
with money to use in later years 
when the need may be much 
greater.”

Boards Here Expected to 
Use Stricter Interpreta- 
tion of Rule on Defer- 


ments. 


Draft ‘boards in Missouri, in- 
cluding those in St. Louis and St. 
Louis County, were instructed to- 
day to review the draft status of 
all men between 26 and 38 years 
old, who have left essential war 
jobs for peacetime employment, 
Col. Claude C. Earp, director of 
Selective Service in the State, an- 
nounced, 

Instructions to draft boards fol- 
lowed the War Manpower Com- 
mission's directive that men must 


either “work or fight.” The direc- 
tive’s purpose was to curb labor 
turnover, which in Missouri has 
been at a rate of about 31,000 a 
month jn October and November, 
Col, Earp said. Of this number, 
about 10,500 were women. 


Earp said the new order issued 
by Selective Service Headquarters 
in Washington provides that when 
an occupationally deferred draft 
registrant leavés the employment 
for which he was deferred, he shall 
be reclassified into 1-A for imme- 
diate induction, unless, before quit- 
ting his war job, he has obtained 
the approval of the draft board to 
make the change, 


Any employer who requested oc- 
cupational deferment for a draft- 
age man, Earp said, is obligated 
to notify the local draft board 
when the registrant no longer is 
employed in the position for which 
he was deferred. 

Col. John G. Christy, assistant 
director of Selective Service in 
Missouri, said his understanding 
of the new directive would require 
draft boards here to make more 
strict interpretations of regula- 
tions concerning deferments. 

Left Jobs But Stayed in 2-A. 

“Some men in this area—there 
haven't been many—have taken 
advantage of the regulations,” Col. 
Christy said. “They have left es- 
sential jobs in war plants and have 
obtained peacetime jobs. Some of 
these fellows have managed to 
stay in the 2-A deferred classifica- 
tion by telling their draft boards 
that their health was impaired by 
the war jobs they held.” 

Col. Christy said he assumed the 
new directive would require men 
in 2-A and 2-B classifications to 
get permission from their draft 
boards before changing from one 
job to another. 

It will then be the responsibility 
of the draft boards to determine 
whether one job is more impor- 
tant than the other, he said. If 
a man in either of these classifica- 
tions leaves one job for another 
without draft board sanction, he 
added, the man will be reclassified 
to 1-A immediately. He explained 
that 2-B classifications are for 
men in essential war industry and 
2-A is for men whose employment 
is in the interest of the national 
health and safety. 

January Quotas Hard to Fill. 

December draft quotas in the 
city and county are being met 
with men under 26 years of age, 
Col. Christy said, but it is doubt-

TVA Chairman Tells in Radio Talk How 
Tennessee Basin Has Prospered Under De- 
cisions Made ‘at the Grass Roots’ and Has 


Progressed Faster Than Rest of U. S.

HE “grass roots” administrative policies of the Tennessee Valley 


the usual Federal bureau rule of 


“clear everything in Washington,” were emphasized by David E. 


Lilienthal, chairman of TVA, in his radio talk, “MVA and TVA,” on 
the Post-Dispatch radio station KSD last evening. 


Lilienthal said it was not for 
for him to urge that a Missouri 
Valley Authority be established, 
but that it was his responsibility 
to make the experience of TVA’ 
available in the consideration of 
the MVA question, and to try to 
interpret that experience. 

He said the coming congression- 
al discussion of MVA would prob- 
ably “prove to be one of Americas 
historic debates.” 

“What is really at stake,” he 
said, “is not simply a matter of 
dams, irrigation and flood control, 
nor complicated, and often con- 
flicting, engineers’ reports. What 
is before the people is none of 
such complicated, technical things. 
All this business you hear about 
engineers’ reports and this and 
that technical matter are just on 
the surface of things. 

“The real issue in the proposed 
MVA is the relation between the 
people in their everyday life in the 
Missouri Valley, and the Federal 
Government in Washington. Now, 
that relationship is a fundamental 


matter. e 


Government at Home. 

“The country has a choice to 
make, a serious one, &That’s what 
this debate is about. In the Ten- 
nessee Valley a large chunk of the 
Federal Government has been 
taken right out of Washington and 
rooted in that valley. The TVA 
doesn’t operate out of Washington; 
its experts and engineers, its for- 
esters and flood-control people and 
navigation men and industrial re- 
search specialists, live right there 
in the Tennessee Valley. 

“When the business men of the 
valley want technical guidance on 
the possibilities of a new industry 
based on a local mineral or a new 
method of food processing, for ex- 
ample, or a public use terminal on 
the river, they don’t have to con- 
sider sending delegations to Wash- 
ington about it, because about ev- 
erybody connected with the Fed- 
eral Government who could be 
helpful in matters like that, on 
TVA's staff, lives right there in 
the Tennessee Valley. There isn't 
any clearance that has to be made 
elsewhere, provided, of course, 
Congress has previously acted on 
a policy. The TVA people are 
down there, at the grass roots, to 
help in the development of that 
region pursuant to a declared pub- 
lic policy. Well, that’s something 
new in the relation between the 
people and their Federal Govern- 
ment. 
“Now, in all the rest of the 

country that isn’t the way things 
are handled. In other parts of the 
country the representatives of 
Federal.agencies concerned with 
natural resources, such as rivers 
and land and forests and min- 
erals, all must report back to 
some bureau or department in 
Washington. That’s where things 
are ‘co-ordinated.’ That’s where 
the men live who make all the de- 
cisions of any consequence. The 
rule is ‘Clear everything in Wash- 
ington’ as to everything of any 
substantial importance. 

“TVA doesn't work that way. In 
setting up TVA, Congress decen- 
tralized, out. of Washington, a 
major part of the Federal gov- 
ernment that is concerned with 
promoting the development of nat- 
ural resources. 


Choice of Methods. 

“As the months go by, I think 
you who will be listening to this 
great debate on ‘Should there be 
an MVA”’ shouldn't allow the 
technical discussions about reser- 
voirs and channels and irrigation 
to loom too large. The old adage 


that you can get so close to the 
forest that you can’t see it for 
the trees certainly applies to this 
discussion. 

“What the issue is all about is 
really a choice between two meth- 
ods of getting things done, things 
that, generally speaking, the peo- 
ple of the country want to get 
done. The people want their nat- 
ural resources developed, and by 
and large they want and expect 
gome technical aid and, in some 
eases, the leadership of their Fed- 
eral government in that develop- 
ment. People know that on that 
development depend new jobs and 
business opportunities and free- 
dom from floods and an end to 
such evils as soil erosion and 
towns going to pot and people on 
their uppers. 

“For a long, long time the Fed- 
eral Government has been called 
upon to be helpful to the people 
in developing their rivers, their 
farms and forests. For a long, 
long time the Federal Government 
has been providing technical as- 
sistance to business men and 
farmers, miners, industry gener- 
ally. That was started long be- 
fore 1933. Now one way for the 
Federal Government to provide 
that kind of public service is the 
TVA way. Since 1933 TVA has 
done just that in the valley in 
which L-live. The results there 
you know about, in terms of new 
industries and employment, better 
farming, flood control, navigation 
and general economic progress— 
progress faster on every count 
than the country as a whole in 
the same period. Voc)’. the TVA 
ommtrr  - 2 4-77 i= 4 way. 
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Federal Government to help de- 
velop resources, the centralized 
method that applies to all the rest 
of the country except the Tennes- 
see Valley, and applies here in the 
Missouri Valley. And the choice 
between those two ways of doing 
things by the Federal Government 
is actually what this MVA debate 
is all abouf. 


Way to Achieve Results. 

“TVA is not dams or power or 
land rehabilitation, and it certain- 
ly is nothing”peculiar to the Ten- 
nessee Valley. The TVA is essential- 
ly a way of getting things done. 
It’s a new way, and therefore peo- 
ple ought to examine it closely 
before adopting it elsewhere. And 
despite the effort in some quar- 
ters to confuse the issue and to 
make it appear that the TVA is 
only a power project or that it’s 
unique and will work only in one 
particular, special spot in this 
whole United States or that there 
is something odd about the Mis- 
souri Valley so it can’t work here, 
the fact is that the people are ex- 
amining it and are studying it. 
You'd be surprised at the number 
of people from all over the United 
States, and indeed from all over 
the world, who are coming down 
to the Tennessee Valley to see for 
themselves. 

“I don’t care who you are, your 
future for a long, long time to 
come is wrapped up in this issue. 
My notion, then, is that in decid- 
ing such a question you ought not 
to take somebody else’s word for 
it, mine or anyone elsés. Most 
of the,people who say that the 
TVA idea won't work in the Mis- 
souri Valley have’ never been to 
the Tennessee Valley. They 
haven't talked tothe business men 
and farmers and state and local 
public officials about the TVA and 
how it operates. They haven't 
seen the many new factories nor 
the tens of thousafids of acres of 
land that is once more fertile and 
productive; they haven't seen the 
barges and tows moving on the 
Tennessee River; they haven't 
talked to the factory owners at 
the river’s edge in Chattanooga, 
for example, who know how much 


‘protection from once deadly floods 


they have received at that vital 
point, 


Knits Common Interests. 
“Very few of the people who 
say that the Missouri Valley can’t 
use an MVA have seen how, in 
the Tennessee Valley, there are 
no longer any serious divisions 
between one part of that Valley 
and another, nor have they seen 
how that region's people, from its 
Governors to its humblest citizens, 
are working together enthusiast- 
ically and proudly in the interest 
of the whole region. They haven't 
seen first-hand the extent to 
which the TVA, as one agency liv- 
ing there with the people and 
their problems, has helped to har- 
monize conflicts within the region 
that a decade ago seemed almost 
impossible to harmonize.” 
Lilienthal told of the inspection 
of the Tennessee Valley made by 
Kenneth Simons, newpaper editor 
of Bismarck, N. D., and of Simons’ 
later questionnaire, sent to 21 edi- 
tors in the Tennessee Valley 
region, as to whether TVA had 
benefited agriculture, industry, Ja- 
bor and business in general, and 
whether local interests had been 
adequately protected. The answers 
to the questions favored TVA in 


‘most cases by 19 or 20 to 1, and 


not less than 16 in any instance. 


WAR HAS GONE ON 
YEAR LONGER THAN 
LAST BIG CONFLICT 


LONDON, Dec. 12 (AP).—World 
War II now has lasted a year 
longer than World War I. 

This war is five years, 14 weeks 
and three days old today. 

World War I ended in four four 
years, 14 weeks and two days— 
six hours after the armistice 
terms were signed in Marshal 
Foch’s railroad carriage at 5 a. m. 
on Nov. 11, 1918, in Compiegne 
Forest. 

British Ministry of Economic 
Warfare reports generally show 
that the average German family 
is better fed and better clothed 
now than in 1918, when an inter- 
nal collapse in hungry Germany 
brought the last war to a close. 

For example, a ministry spokes- 
man said, the German ration per 
adult now amounts to about seven 
and one half ounces of sugar a 
week, nine ounces of meat, nine 
and one half of fats, about 78 of 
bread and about five and one half 
to seven and one half pounds of 
potatoes. 

In February of 1918—although 
there wag no national ration sys- 
tem—the average German was 
getting about five ounces of sugar, 
seven and one half ounces of 
meat, less than three of fats, 31 
of bread and about the same 
quantity of potatoes as nG@w.,

NEW GUINEA (By Airmail). 

HAVE just returned by air to 
| this island from the Philip- 

pines, glad for the first time 
to land in New Guinea, which I 
have long regarded as a good place 
to stay away from. 

I was asleep and unaware that 
for an hour, sometime after dark- 
ness fell, we were lost in a heavy 
overcast, with a good chance of 
ending our mission on a barren 
reef or somewhere in the lonely 
reaches of Geelvink Bay. There 
are times when sleep offers a dou- 
ble blessing. 

Now that I am away from the 
scene of violent action, I can view 
in clearer perspective what we 
have accomplished and what 
seems certain to lie in our path 
as we move north and west toward 
Japan. 

Hard Struggle Ahead. 

I think that certain optimists 
were amazed at the temerity of 
the enemy in risking heavy rein- 
forcements in the face of superior 
air and naval strength. Those 
wishful thinkers have accustomed 
themselves to view the war in the 
Pacific in the light of quick, leap- 
frogging movements in the New 
Guinea and Central Pacific zones; 
they have deluded themselves into 
the belief that this must be an in- 
dication of Japanese weakness, or 
unwillingness to commit them- 
selves to an all-out war against us. 
Nothing could be farther from the 
truth. 

To obtain a realistic view of this 
struggle against Japan, we must 
first establish in our minds, clear- 
ly and without qualification, the 
fact that for two and a half years 
we have been nibbling at the out- 
posts of Japanese defenses. Once 
Japan realized, at Buna and at 
Guadalcanal, that its southward 
lunge had reached its limit, it 
made plans to use its outposts of 
conquest—New Guinea, New Brit- 
ain, the Solomons, Gilberts, its 
own mandated Marshalls and 
Carolinas, Guam, et¢.—merely as 
“advance command posts” to de- 
lay our progress toward those 
places which must be defended in 
force, i. e, the Philippines, For- 
mosa, China, and the home islands. 

At Buna and at Guadalcanal the 
Japanese made attempts to rein- 
force hard-pressed garrisons; at 
neither of those _ stiffly-contested 
places were they able to bring 
forces of any great size to bear 
against us, nor was this necessary, 
once they realized they had 
reached their limit of southward 
expansion, 


First Big-Scale Test. 

As suggested above, they at once 
put into effect a policy of using 
the bases they had seized as buf- 
fers against our inevitable offen- 
sive, trusting to time and the fa- 
natica] resistance of those isolated 
units to giev them the breathing 
spell necessary if they were to 
build up an air force to replace 
heavy losses incurred during the 
early drives, and to construct one 
or more inner defense zones as 
buttresses, the crushing of which 
they hope will cost us so much in 
man power and materiel that we 
will eventually be willing to settle 
for a compromise peace. 

At no time since those early 
days have we fought the Japanese 
in numbers calculated to test the 
strength of either belligerent; the 
one or two divisions which have 
fought to the death at Tarawa, 
Eniwietok, Bougainville, Saipan 
and other islands, represent little 
more than patrol activity to Ja- 
pan’s huge army, or to our own 
mounting strength. It is only now, 
in the Central Philippines, that 
the enemy feels the need to flex 
his ‘muscles in a large-scale con- 
test with the United States. And 
I do not think this condition will 
change: rather is it to be expected 
that the opposite will be true. 

In the air, since the battles 
above Rabaul and Wewak a year 


been conspicuous, if not by his ab- 
sence, at least through his unwill- 
ingness to commit large numbers 
of planes or to engage his aircraft 
in close combat. Our fighter pilots 
began to experience boredom: 
from now on, Japanese pilots will 
accommodate them to their heart's 
content. 


‘Leyte an Example.

But with regard 
to land-based+ planes, which are 
the backbone of any nation’s air 
power, the enemy has been singu- 
larly reluctant to expend his 
strength. That was an incontest- 
able fact until we landed in the 
Philippines: no one who has seen 
the aerial battles over Leyte can 
now say: “The Jap is timid; he 
has lost his nerve.” 

Using what we fefer to as a 
“Dinah,” an improved version of 
their medium-light bomber, Japa- 
nese pilots have done some of the 
most spectacular flying I have 
ever witnessed.

Lord Strabolgi, while supporting 
the convention’s stand that 
“neither the German nor Japanese 
people as a whole can be acquitted 
of all responsibility,” urged a more 
moderate government policy “for 
the sake of quick victory.” 

“If you keep harping on uncon- 
ditional surrender ‘you play right 
into the hands of Himmler and 
Goebbels and the rest of the Nazi 
leaders,” he said. “You must give 
the German people some hope for 
the future.” 


Attlee for Reparations. 

Deputy Prime Minister Clement 
R. Attlee, leader of the Labor 
party, led the fight for the resolu- 
tion, and contended it was “just 
and right” that the Germans and 
Japanese “should make what re- 
parations and restitution possible.” 

Leaders blocked a motion to put 
the party on record against dis- 
memberment of Germany. 

Hugh Dalton, president of the 
Board of Trade in the Churchill 
government, cautioned against 
taking any such stand. 

“Stalin has made it clear that 
he looks forward to certain ad- 
justments in the east,” Dalton 
said. “Are we quite sure that that 
is wrong?” 

Murmurings were heard among 
some delegates and Dalton went 


on: “Some are and some are not. 
All I ask this conference to do 
is not at this stage to line up 
against the views of Stalin at this 
point.” 

This was greeted with general 
laughter. 

(Dalton advocated a triple alli- 
ance of Britain, Russia and 
France to insure the future peace 
of Europe, a Chicago Daily Newsa- 
Post-Dispatch writer reported, 
Dalton told the Labor party con- 
ference that the existing British- 
Soviet 20-year pact would serve as 
an anchor for that peace and that 
news of a parallel treaty between 
the Russians and the French was 
greeted in Britain “with great sat- 
isfaction,” but added he hoped 
those would soon be broadened 
into a triple alliance “with* which 
many other states would associate 
themselves in a common plan.”) 


“Must Be Disarmed.”

Mr. Ickes on Co-ordination 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Since we are both in favor of a Mis- 
souri Valley Authority, I am not con- 
vinced that the differences between us 
are so great that they cannot be recon- 
ciled, despite your editorial of Nov. 24, 
objecting to my proposal that the MVA 
report to the Department of the Interior. 

In the first fine careless rapture which 
all of us feel for any object of our affec- 
tions, we are likely to overlook facts or 
to belittle their importance. I wonder 
whether this has not happened in the 
argument advanced against the need for 
an agency to co-ordinate the activities 
of the several proposed valley authori- 
ties such as the MVA, particularly when 
that argument is predicated on the as- 
sumption that “about the only time co- 
ordination is necessary is in time of high 
water.” 

Actually circumstances are already de- 
nying this assumption. I refer, for in- 
atance, to the fact that power generated 
in the Columbia River Basin will shortly 
be available as far east as the Continen- 
tal Divide, and that the headwaters of 
the Missouri are found in the Continen- 
tal Divide. Similarly, a Columbia River 
authority would have a power frontier 
with a California authority. 

I am sure that you will agree that 
some agency ought to be empowered to 
co-ordinate the power policies (rates, 
service areas, construction, ete.) of a 
possible Columbia River Authority and 
the proposed MVA. If the recommenda- 
tions of the President on Sept. 21 were 
followed and several other valley author- 
ities were set up, then the necessity for 
co-ordinating these power policies would 
seem all the more imperative. 

~ . os 


There are other areas of action in 
which the activities of these valley au- 
thorities would seem to need co-ordina- 
tion. For instance, one of the tasks of 
these authorities in the West would be 
the reclamation of the land by irriga- 
tion. If no means of co-ordinating the 
reclamation policies of these various au- 
thorities were established, it is conceiv- 
able that in a single year each authority 
might throw open millions of acres of 
land for settlement. The resulting glut of 
agricultural products would cause prices 
and land values to fal) disastrously, and 
I suspect that in such a case the phrase 
“valley authority” might stand in dan- 
ger of becoming a curse on the lips of 
farmers throughout the West. 

In furthering the industrialization of 
the West through the development of 
the mineral resources, a co-ordinating 
egency would prevent duplication of ef- 
fort and wasteful expense. To me the 
evidence seems overwhelming that some 
such agency is necessary. 

With all of the things that you say 
about the success of the TVA being due 
to the fact that it does not have to re- 
port to Washington every time that a 
wheel if turned, I am in substantial 
agreement. The decisions that the TVA 
now makes are, however, largely region- 
al decisions affecting only the Tennessee 
Valley. In these things there is and 
there ought to be valley autonomy. But, 
in view of the earlier paragraphs of this 
letter, I wonder if you cannot be per- 
suaded to agree that there are many oc- 
easions and many areas in which the 
work of the proposed authorities—MVA 
and others—would need to be integrated 
by some agency which is not governed 
entirely by regional interests.

The question then arises whether the 
Department of the Interior is the proper 
agency to co-ordinate the activities of 
these valley authorities whose job it is 
to promote the greater and wiser use of 
our resources. Since the Department of 
the Interior is the traditional conserva- 
tor of the nation’s resources, the ques- 
tion would seem to answer itself, I am 
proud of the department’s accomplish- 
ments in the past 12 years in co-ordinat- 
ing the operations of its various bureaus 
in land, water, power, minerals, recrea- 
tion, wildlife, scenic and fishery re- 
sources. 

To my mind the delegation of such co- 
ordinating authority to the Department 
of the Interior would in no way “sabo- 
tage” a pledge made by the President. 
As a matter of fact, it would seem to be 
in keeping with the President’s efforts 
to make our governmental system op- 
erate more smoothly. 

In fact, it would be directly in line 
with his plea to Congress for powers 
to reorganize the executive branch on 
Jan. 12, 1937, when he said: “... no en- 
terprise can operate effectively if set up 
as is the Government today. There are 
over 100 separate departments, boards, 
commissions, corporations, authorities, 
agencies, and activities through which 
the work of the Government is being 
carried on. Neither the President nor 
the Congress can exercise effective 
supervision and direction over such a 
chaos of establishments, nor can over- 
lapping, duplication, and contradictory 
policies be avoided.”

He outlines his anxiety to the Post-Dispatch in. 


a communication printed today in Letters from 
the People. Mr. Ickes thinks that (a) co-crdina- 
tion will be a very, very complicated affair, and 
(b) that it can be achieved only by the Depart- 
ment of the Interior—of which, by a happy 
coincidence, Mr. Ickes is the boss. 

Mr. Ickes does not agree with the Post-Dispatch 
that the only co-ordination that will be needed 


by MVA, TVA and the other VAs will be for ° 


flood-control. There are, he writes, three other 
respects in which co-ordination Will be needed: 
(1) Power policies (rates, service areas, construc- 
tion, etc.); (2) reclamation policies, and (3) min- 
eral resource development. 

A fact which the Secretary does not mention 
is that the determination of broad policies is 
the prerogative of Congress. Power construc- 
tion, power service areas, and reclamation poli- 
cies are determined by Congress. The co-ordina- 
tion which these policies require is legislative, 
not administrative; And it. can be properly per- 
formed only by Congress, not by the Depart- 
ment of the Interior. 

As for co-ordination of power rates, what Mr. 
Ickes really means by this—with him—favorite 
theme is uniformity of rates. Costs of producing 
and distributing electricity vary from one place 
to another. It is sound policy for public power 
projects to pay their way, not to be operated at 
a loss. If several public power projects with 
varying costs for production and distribution 
were under uniform rates, the rates would have 
to be high enough for the project with the high- 
est costs to pay its way. In other words, uniform 
rates would mean highest rates. The projects 
with the lowest costs would not be able to pass 
those advantages on to their customers. Uniform 
rates would be neither desirable nor justifiable. 
The principle of competition could operate as 
wholesomely among Government agencies as it 
does in private business. 

As for co-ordination of mineral resource devel- 
opment, to avoid duplication, this is an adminis- 
trative procedure which TVA has practiced to 
everyone's satisfaction. TVA co-ordinates its 
mineral resource work with the similar work of 
Federal, state, local, quasi-public and private 
organizations working in its area, and the same 
is true of all the phases of the TVA program. 
TVA averts duplication and brings a partnership 
of action into play by means of some 500 such 
arrangements. 

The only actual co-ordination which several 
valley authorities will need is, as we have said 
before, in the field of flood control. If two or 
more valley authorities, operating on tributaries 
of the same river, should find themselves in 
conflict es to when they should release water 
into that river, someone would have to decide. 

This problem also has been solved by TVA, 
Mr. Ickes will undoubtedly be interested to know. 
TVA has agreed that the Army Engineers, since 
they are responsible for flood control on the 
Mississippi, shall have the say-so about release 
of water from the Tennessee River into the Mis- 
sissippi. Thus, releases of water into the Missis- 
sippi, from the Ohio, which the Army Engineers 
manage, and from the Tennessee, which TVA 
manages, are in fact co-ordinated. MVA’s re- 
leases into the Mississippi could likewise be co- 
ordinated, with utter simplicity. 

MVA, in other words, does not need the com- 
plicated job of co-ordination which Secretary 
Ickes says his Department stands ready to sup- 
ply. To the contrary, MVA needs to stand clear 
of all Government departmentalism, so tlfat, like 
TVA, it can avoid strangulation by red tape and 
can operate with the flexibility and initiative 
of capable private enterprise. Mr. Ickes gives 
— without meaning to—excellent reasoning 
against his own argument when he quotes Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s assertion: ‘‘No enterprise can 
operate effectively if set up as is the Govern- 
ment today.” The Department of the Interior 
is set up “as is the Government today.” TVA 
isn’t. That’s why MVA mustn't be. 
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Babes in Hollywood 


The OWI has decided against showings in com- 
mercial movie theaters of Clark Gable’s techni- 
color film of Flying Fortresses over Germany, 
“Combat America,” on the ground that it is 
largely a duplication of “Memphis Belle,” an 
earlier film. This is strange doctrine, and it is 
evident that OWI, when in Hollywood, is not 
doing as the Hollywoods do. 

In the Hollywood ideology, the fact that “Com- 
bat America” is largely a duplication of ““Mem- 
phis Belle” would be the best possible reason for 
showing it in commercial theaters, and for 
putting into production at once a film that would 
be largely a duplication of “Combat America,” 
and another that would be largely a duplication 
of that, and so on and on. In fact, if there can 
be said to be a central idea in the motion picture 
industry, this is probably it. OWI may do its 
part in winning the war, but the prediction can 
safely be made that it will never get anywhere 
at the box-office. 
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An Airport Hazard That Should Go 


The War Production Board has rejected the 
city’s application for a priority rating for ma- 
terials needed to cover the channel of Cold 
Water Creek at Lambert Field, and so has held 
up the beginning of essential work in connection 
with the airport's expansion, in addition to block- 
ing an essential safety measure. 

The decision should be reconsidered. Either 
the WPB reviewed the facts hastily or the city’s 
application did not state the case for this work 
adequately. In any event, elimination of this 
airport hazard is an important job that ought 
to have immediate attention, even though the 
WPB now says that “there is no war-connected 
need” for it. 

Lambert Field is extensively used by military 
craft, in transit and in training. War planes 
are manufactured in a plant at the field. The 
deep ravine along the east side of the present 
airport has been responsible for several crackups 
in the last few years; these have caused one 
death, injury to other military personnel and 
damage to service craft. Damage to these planes 
has totaled $625,000, while the cost of covering 
the creek would be $830,000; for the creek and 
tributaries, $1,400,000. It is illogical to argue 
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that materials are being conserved by holding 
up work that would stop this wrecking of planes. 

It is plain as day that removal of the treach- 
erous hazard is a war-connected need, and there 
should be no great difficulty in convincing the 
WPB of this fact. 
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The REA Fight Is Not Over 


Considering the terrific pressure for his 
resignation under which Harry Slattery has 
labored for the last two years or more, and 
the many harassments to which he has been sub- 
jected, it is remarkable that he did not give up 
his position as Rural Electrification Adminis- 
trator until yesterday. 

The’ long battle which Mr. Slattery waged 
against his opponents, within and outside the ad- 
ministration, was much more than a fight to 
keep his job, however. It was a battle for a 
principle vital to the successful functioning of 
REA: its return to independent status by re- 
moval from the fumbling bureaucratic control 
of the Department of Agriculture and its Secre- 
tary, Claude R. Wickard. 

Mr. Slattery’s resignation was demanded for 
the sake of “harmony” and on the alleged ground 
of inadequate administrative ability. The dis- 
harmony would never have happened had the 
Administrator not reacted vigorously against at- 
tempts to misuse the electrification co-operatives 
by employing their funds to set up an insurance 
company. His opposition to this scheme made 
him a target for conniving attacks and for at- 
tempted political interference. 

More disharmony resulted when he failed to 
welcome the appointment of a so-called Deputy 
Administrator empowered by Secretary Wickard 


to take over control of the office. Slattery also 


objected to the examination of his files, removal 
of his letters and private papers, the firing of 
his staff assistants and other high-handed actions. 

The campaign for restoration of the agency’s 
independence is not over. “I have resigned to 
carry this fight to the public,” Mr. Slattery says. 
- He is backed by the report made last June 
by a subcommittee of the Senate Agriculture 
Committee in reporting on its investigation of 
REA. Its transfer to the Department of Agricul- 
ture had resulted in divided authority, disrup- 
tion, intrigue and lowered morale, ‘in outstana- 
ing contrast to the harmony and excellence of 
morale that appears to have existed prior there- 
to,” the investigators reported, They urged Con- 
gress to restore REA’s independent status. 

Slattery’s formal departure from the scene 
does not settle the main issue. Now it is up to 
Congress to approve the pending bill for a free 
REA, so that the agency can develop in accord- 
ance with its high potentialities. 


Plaee the Orders Now 


The shortage of shells and other indispensables 
on the Western front may have reversed our 
reconversion program for the time being, but it 
has halted neither the way industrial executives 
are examining tomorrow’s troubles, nor the flow 
of suggestions for alleviating them—as witness 
one from W. E. Heppenstall Jr., a Pittsburgh 
steel-specialty man. 

“As we produce for war,” he says, “why not 
take stock of prospective future needs—and then 
place the orders, instead of holding back? In 
that way jobs will be assured all along the line 
and civilians will get their products,more quick- 
ly. The bottleneck of reconversion will be 
broken, and American firms will be better able 
to swing from war to peace with black ink in 
their ledgers.”

The Movie Strike Fiasco 


St. Louisans will be attending picture shows 
again shortly, now that the strike of the projec- 
tionists and film exchange employes has been 
called off. The episode will not be forgotten, 
however, and it should not be forgotten, particu- 
larly in union circles, for it presents a glaring 
object lesson in the excesses of wildcat striking. 

What did the strikers gain? Nothing. Instead, 
they lost up to 10 or 11 days’ pay, and they 
acquired a great deal of ill will for violating 
labor’s no-strike pledge and inconveniencing the 
public. The three non-union suburban theaters 
against which the widespread walkout was aimed 
remain non-union. They did not suffer from 
the strike; they stayed open and enjoyed large 
audiences, while around 80 other theaters, union 
theaters not in¥olved in the dispute, were penal- 
ized by being closed. 

It is no wonder that the international’s vice 
president, while supporting the effort to union- 
ize the three county theaters, said that “this is 
the wrong way to accomplish it,” and ordered 
the strikers back to their jobs. The episode 
should be a reminder to all hotheads who may 
be tempted to misuge labor's power by such in- 
discriminate, unauthorized action as this area 
has just witnessed.

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Blood ey “s Nazis 


The statement in the British House of Com- 
mons that Nazi prisoners are being kept alive 
against their will by transfusions of non-German 
blood recalls a Jewish woman's suggestion for 
blasting Nazism into cosmic ridiculousness. Her 
idea was simply to inject a little alien blood into 
their veins in the presence of the Semitic donors; 
just a-couple of drops would do the trick. Then 
the Aryans thus polluted would perforce either 
curse their Wotans and die or give up delusions 
of racial grandeur forever. 

Maybe that isn’t the best solution. Certainly 
it isn’t the whole solution. But it looks a whole 
lot better than some of the others that have been 
brought forward. And, one might add, a similar 
treatment might work sovereign cures in those 
convicted of race hatred here at home.

What’s Behind the Littell-Biddle Feud 


The Mirror

Attorney General is “fuzzy-minded,” Littell no model of tact, says 
Washington observer, but more than personalities is involved; 
asks whether investigating committees can protect their witnesses; 
urges inquiry into Corcoran’s influence in shipyard case and others.

At best, the information so far available 
in the Biddle-Littell feud makes the Attor- 
ney General seem small and petulant. At 
worst, it makes hig ex-Assistant Attorney 
General seem arrogantly self-righteous. That 
Littell despised Biddle and that Biddle dis- 
liked Littell intensely was no secret. It was 
no surprise to those who knew Littell to 
learn that he had declined to resign. He 
was removable only-by the President, who 
has regretfully removed him, telling Biddle 
that he thought he had handled the matter 
badly, 


Incompatibility is obvious, but the Biddle- 
Littell affair cannot be dismissed as mere- 
ly a clash of personalities, Littell’s courage- 
ous testimony before congressional commit- 
tees was primarily responsible for two 
major progressive victories—the cancella- 
tion ef the navy’s contract with Standard 
Oil of California for the exploitation of the 
Elk Hills naval petroleum reserve, and the 
complete revision and liberalization of the 
original Clayton bill for the disposal of war 
surpluses. 


Punished for Speaking Out? 


Biddle’s request for Littell’s resignation 
came just when Jones and Clayton and 
Byrnes were smarting over the successful 
Senate revolt against their hand-picked 
Surplus Property Board, and it looked as if 
Littell were being punished for his plain 
speaking. The Truman committee asked 
both officials for an explanation, the Jeast 
the committee could do, but even this only 
under pressure from Senators Kilgore and 
Ferguson, 

Not the least important aspect of this 
case is its effect on officials asked to tes- 
tify before congressional investigating com- 
mittees. Even the better than average of- 
ficial is likely to conclude that investigat- 
ing committees Cannot be depended upon 
to protect witnesses who get in wrong with 
their superiors by testifying honestly. 


The Attorney General owed it to himself 
and to the public to dispel that impression. 
When Senator Mead asked him to present 
a statement, Biddle simply denied that he 
has asked for Littell’s resignation “in order 
to discipline him for testifying before your 
committee,” and said he had never objected 
to Littell’s testifying before any congres- 
sional committee. He thought it “inappro- 
priate” to enter into the details of why he 
asked for Mr, Littell’s resignation except 
that for some time he had “no longer re- 
posed in him the kind of confidence essen- 
tial for the best interests of the depart- 
ment.” This is not adequate. 


A Long-Drawn Battle 


Littell’s circumstantial account does not 
picture Biddle as a wicked man, but as 
weak, fuzzy-minded and not disposed to 
stick his neck out on dangerous issues, 
Few informed observers will find this view 
of the Attorney General startling. Littell’s 
epistle to the Truman committee also paints 
an involuntary picture of himself, and Lit- 
tell clearly is no model of modesty or tact. 

It would take a Gogol to do justice to the 
fwars of Biddle with Littell, and one sus- 
pects that occasionally trouble between 
them arose because it is difficult for two 
officials to occupy the same headline at the 
same time. But the story seems less funny 
when one begins to examine the implica- 
tions. 

Littell said their relations began to de- 


teriorate when Biddle asked him to agree 
to a settlement in the condemnation case of 
United States vs. Savannah Shipyards, rep- 
resented by Biddle’s friend and political 
mentor; Tom Corcoran. The story supports 
the prevalent impression that Corcoran, 
now a private counsel often engaged in liti- 
gation with the Government, enjoys a close 
intimacy with the Attorney General. 

There are more admirable qualities than 
tact in public office, Littell says he finally 
told the Attorney General “very plainly 
that because of his intimate connection with 
Tommy Corcoran, a settlement by him at 
anything above the Government's figure of 
$985,665 would break wide open into a 
public scandal.” 


An Investigation Is Needed 


According to Littell, the owners original- 
ly asked $2,187,000, on the eve of trial of- 
fered ‘settlement at $1,085,000, and the trial 
ended with a jury verdict of $1,285,000, Bid- 
dle’s press man said that the jury verdict 
was “$200,000 more” than the settlement of- 
fered, which proved “Corcoran's people were 
not trying to rob the country blind.” 


I should think a congressional committee 
would want the answers to many questions. 
Why did the Attorney General give a copy 
of Littell’s report on the Elk Hills contract 
to counsel for Standard Oil of California 
when he had forbidden Littell to give a 
copy to the House Public Lands Commit- 
tee? Why did Biddle try to keep the Tru- 
man committee from getting a copy of Lit- 
tell’s report on the Breakers Hotel at Palm 
Beach? What is the extent of Corcoran’s 
influence with Biddle, and what part did it 
play in the settlement of the Sterling Prod- 
ucts case? 

The Biddle-Littell dispute is more than 
a conflict of personalities. It involves the 
question of justice for an able and con- 
spicuously independent public servant sum- 
marily removed from office, It raises the 
question of whether he was punished by 
the Attorney General for his outspoken tes- 
timony in the Elk Hills, Breakers Hotel 
and surplus-property inquiries and the fur- 
ther question of whether congressional] in- 
vestigating committees are prepared to pro- 
tect public officials who testify before 
them. Answers to these questions would 
throw a good deal of light on the inner 
workings of the Department of Justice and 
its chief.

A Program for World Action 
In Trials of War Criminals 


‘War Criminals: Their Prosecution and Punishment,” 
by Sheldon Glueck. (Alfred A. Knopf, New York.) 
Swift and drastic punishment of war 

criminals is generally taken for granted, 

since Allied leaders have pledged it time 
and again. But this was also promised in 

World War I, and all that happened was 

light sentences for a few minor offenders, 

What must be done this time to insure 

fitting punishment? Shelden Glueck, Har- 

vard professor of criminal law, examines 
the whole problem in this timely book. 
The difficulties are two, and they are 
paradoxical: the super-abundance of legal 
techiicalities, and the lack of an adequate 
international code. The author, in his close- 
ly documented study, gives his ideag on 
how both pitfalls can be avoided, and how 
we can learn from the mistakes made after 
World War I, 


A possible loophole is the plea that the 
crimina] acts were performed on order of 
a military superior. This would mean pass- 
ing responsibility along the line of com- 
mand to the very top, where another legal 
theory—that heads of state cannot be tried 
by foreign courts for official acts—would 
prevent prosecution of anyone at all. 

Glueck demolishes the latter point as a 
legalism, and proposes a formula for deal- 
ing with the other. He suggests this prin- 
ciple: that the soldier or officer be held 
culpable if he knew, or had reason to know, 
that the act ordered was unlawful under 
the laws of warfare, the criminal law in 
civilized society or the laws of his own 
country. The court, he thinks, should also 
consider the age and intelligence of the ac- 
cused, the amount of discretion he had, the 
character of the act and other details. 

Glueck urges creation of an International 
Criminal Court for the arch-offenders, This 
could function on a body of law comprising 
international conventions, international cus- 
tom, the general principles recognized by 
civilized nations and judicial decisions of 
the various countries. Such a court would 
be valuable not only for doing justice, but 
as a powerful symbol of Allied cé-operation,

Punishment failed last time oecause of 
delays, blandishments and chicanery by the 
Germans, half-hearted efforts and war- 
weariness on the part of the Allies, their 
failure to demand surrender of the crim- 
inals at the time of the armistice, their 
feeling that permanent victory was won 
and bygones should be bygones. The writer 
warns against recurrence of all these. 

The legal problems are carefully consid- 
ered in this book, but in no hair-splitting 
sense, Glueck agrees that severe punish- 
ments are in order and at the same time 
insists that trials of even the worst crim- 
inals are necessary, for several reasons: to 
show that justice and decency are re-es- 
tablished after the long reign of tyranny, 
to demonstrate an effective law of nations 
as a safeguard against future atrocities, to 
prove by evidence in court that the crimes 
actually occurred and are not “propagan- 
da,” as Axis spokesmen will charge. 

If a horrified world is to deal properly 
with those who bear the guilt of the mass 
slaughter-houses, the annihilated villages, 
the murdered hostages and the tortured 
prisoners of war, it is clear that some such 
realistic and flexible code as this writer 


proposes must be adopted.

our allies in a world war. 


Resistance Still Needed. 


The men of the resistance are 
that part of the population who 
are inured to the task of pros- 
_ecuting war, and of not expecting 
peace for themselves while the 
enemy is undefeated. 

The material situation of liber- 
ated Europe is dominated by two 
great circumstances of war. One 
fs that in expelling the Germans 
from occupied territory, we have 
to destroy by patriotic sabotage, 
by bombing and bombardment, the 
means of communication and of 
industrial energy; the Germans, as 
they retreat, demolish what re- 
mains in order to impede our ad- 
vance. 

The war, in other words, is 
waged in such a way that a lib 
erated country is economically a 
paralyzed country. 

To this there is a notable and 
an important exception. The de- 
feat of the German armies last 
summer became such a rout that 
France, from Paris to the present 
line, and also Belgium and Lux- 
embourg were freed so rapidly that 
they were not deeply devastated. 

For the time being, the facilities 
of this region of Western Europe 
are monopolized by the armies 
which are hammering at Ger- 
many. But in the future immedi- 
ately after fighting ceasés, this 
augurs well for the recovery of 
Western Europe. 


A Vast Repair Job. 


Elsewhere, in the ports of 
France, in The Netherlands; where 
the position is exceptionally bad, 
in Italy, in Greece and in the 
Balkans, the public utilities on 
which all economic life depends 
have been, or are likely to be, sys- 
tematically wrecked. Materials and 
machinery will have to be im- 
ported to repair them, and even 
then it will be a very iong time 
indeed befor. they can be made to 
operate tolerably well. 

The other controlling circum- 
stance is that we do not have 
enough ships to conduct the Euro- 
pean war and the Japanese war, 
and to transport to Europe food 
to prevent starvation and the ma- 
terials and the machinery needed 
to enable the Europeans to get 
into their cities the food and fuel 
which they themselves are able to 
produce.

The canvases are entitled Starry 
Night, Again, Indifference, Cas- 
ualty, The Sowers, The Harvest, 
Invasion and Exterminate.

tion, 

Authority to establish rules of 
practice and procedure for the 
courts is given to the Suprefhe 
Court by the proposed constitu- 
tion, and there is every reason to 
believe that the power would be 
exercised, the report said. At 
present only the Legislature has 
this authority and secret commit- 
teee sessions have blocked reforms 
for years. 

In general, provisions of the 
document relating to courts 


should result in improved rules of 
practice and procedure for all 
state courts, and should raise the 
general quality of present Justice 
of the Peace and many Probate 
Courts, the institute holds. Under 
the new constitution, Justices of 
the Peace would be replaced by 
magistrates, who would be limited 
in number and in almost all cases 
would have to be admitted to prac- 
tice law. Probate judges also 
would be lawyers. Neither Jus- 
tices of the Peace nor Probate 
judges are required to be lawyers 
at present. 

The nonpartisan court plan 
would be retained where it is now 
in effect, and in addition would be 
extended to include the St. Louis 
a of Criminal Correction. The 
Supreme Court, the three courts 
of appeals, the Circuit and Probate 
courts of the City of St. Louis and 
in Jackson County are at present 
included. 

Other features in the proposed 
constitution include one authbdriz- 
ing the Supreme Court to transfer

Until now, Uncle Sam has 
barred the use on women’s hats 
of goose and duck body feathers 
up to three inches in length.

SURPLUS PROPERTY SALE T00 
SLOW, SENATE GROUP THINKS 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12 (AP).— 
Senate investigators suggested to- 
day that perhaps the Treasury is 
not selling surplus property as 
fast as it could. 

The report, based on a three- 
month study, was released for a 
subcommittee hearing on disposal 
practices and policies. The hear- 
ing is being held by the Suplus 
War Property subcommittee of the 
Senate's Smal] Business Commit- 
tee. A subcommittee staff made 
the study. 

In August, the report said, the 
Treasury's Office of Surplus Prop- 
erty had approximately 44 million 
dollars’ worth of surplus goods, 
but sold only $6,500,000 worth. In 
September, the inventory totaled 
53 million and sales $9,700,000 and 
in October stocks amounted to 59 
million while sales were about 13 
million. On the assumption that 
the goods are readily marketable 
and in demand, the report said, 
“it appears that sales have moved 
slowly.”

neuverable as the slippery Zero. 
Its chief disadvantage is its lack 
of armor; once hit, it stands a 
good chance of coming quickly to 
earth.

I have seen not one, but many 
of these planes, roar across Tac- 
loban at low level, through the 
heaviest ack-ack barrages we have 
been able to put up, zigzagging 
like fighters to evade the close- 
packed bursts.

And 
the skill of their pilots cannot be 
discounted. 

I believe that from now on we 
enter a serious phase of the Pa- 
cific war; let the optimists be- 
ware of breeding complacency at 
home: there is little danger of it 
here.

The vote for all presidential 
tickets, plus the 819 Sullivan Coun- 
ty absentees, totaled 1,572,497. This 
was higher than pre-election fore- 
casts of about 1,500,000 votes, but 
was 261,232 less than the record 
Missouri presidential vote of 1,833,- 
729 in 1940. 

Roosevelt carried Missouri by 
the smallest figure of his four 
presidential races. He carried the 
State by 460,693 in 1932; 413,152 in 
1936, and 87,467 in 1940. He car- 
ried the City of St. Louls and 
Jackson County, including Kansas 
City, by 88,673 votes, but lost in 
the rest of the state by 42,491. 

The vote in St. Louis was: 
Roosevelt, 204,687; Dewey, 134,411; 
; 98 OBE Roosevelt’s plurality, 70,276. The

HEN the new major league 

agreement is drawn, it 

probably will be found that 
government by an _ advisory 
board, the plan now employed 
as a pro tem measure, will be 
made permanent.... The day of 
one-man absolutism in baseball 
died with the late Commissioner 
Landis, in all probability. 

It is hardly conceivable that 
the club owners again will sign 
away their right to yelp or re- 
volt, as they did under the old 
National Agreement, which 
bound magnates to abide with- 
out appeal all the rulings of the 
late czar of baseball. 


Government by an advisory 
council consisting of two league 
heads and a neutral chairman 
is a common sense government. 
.. » Many baseball men contend 
that the chairman of the com- 
mission will have virtually the 
power of a Landis, since his 
vote would decide issues where 
the two league heads fail to 


agree. 

That, however, would not be 
often. ... And when it occurred 
he would have to side with one 
of the league presidents as a 
majority vote would decide, .. .

Brock said that at this late date 
no outstanding team could be ob- 
tained to substitute for Randolph 
Field and “rather than depart 
from the high standard set by the 
Oil Bowl’s inaugural game” the 
committee decided to cancel the 
game for 1945, 

The first Oil Bowl game was 
played Jan. 1, 1944, with South- 
western Louisiana defeating Ar- 
kansas A. & M., 24-7. 

More than $40,000 in tickets had 
been sold and Brock said the work 
of returning checks and money 
orders would start immediately.

Judge Norman, in his ruling 
yesterday, granted a motion of 
Frye’s counsel for a new trial, and 
the casé will be docketed for the 
January term of court. In giving 
the ground for his ruling, the 
Judge said: 

“From consideration of all the 
evidence in this case, and exami- 
nation of the law on the: subject, 
I do not feel that the jury was 
warranted ‘in returning a verdict 
of guilty. There was no under- 
standable proof of an intent to 
extort, connected with any of the 
'statements or declarations of the 
‘defendant; consequently I cannot 
‘and do not approve the verdict.” 

While the jury, in its verdict, 
fixed a sentence of five years’ 
imprisonment, the court had not 
pronounced this sentence, 

Damage Suit Case. 


The charge against Frye grew 
out of a suit which he, as attor- 
ney for the city of Illmo, Mo., filed 
against W. A. Riley and Mrs. 
Riley, representing. the United 
States Elevated Tank Mainte- 
nance Co., charging that the com- 
pany damaged the Illmo munici- 
pal water tank, for the purpose of 
running up a repair bill against 
the city. Frye, in that case, ob- 
tained a judgment for $4000 actual 
and $10,000 punitive damages. 

While an appeal from this 
judgment was pending, Riley and 


went before a grand jury here, 
and obtained aan_ indictment 
against Frye, on the charge that 
he had threatened them with use 
of the contents of depositions 
which had been collected against 
them, unless they paid $5000 to the 
city of Illmo. 

Frye’s version of this matter 
was that the conversation in ques- 
tion took place in his law office 
in Cape Girardeau, that members 
of the -Illmo City Council were 
present, and that the only settle- 
ment suggested by him was of 
the judgment obtained by the city, 
the payment to be to the city of 
Illmo.

UR inspiration for this soup 

came from the Chinese. They 

serve the cress in whole sprigs 
in a mouth-watering chicken 
stock along the alabaster cubes of 
bean curd. The following soup 
will be equally pleasing but easier 
to eat because we recommend cut- 
ting up the water cress. Thanks 
to modern methods of refrigerated 
packing and transportation it is 
possible to receive cress as fresh 
as though it had just been r- 
nered from some crystal clear 
stream. The peppery flavor, rare 
crisp texture, lovely color and par- 
ticularly the vitamin A and C con- 
tent, should encourage us to in- 
clude cress liberally in our fall and 
winter menus. 

Watercress Soup. 

One pound veal knuckle bone, 
one quart water (cold), one small 
onion (three tablespoons, chopped), 
one and one-half teaspoons salt, 
one medium carrot, diced; one- 
fourth cup chopped celery, sprig 
parsley, one-half bay leaf; one 
bunch watercress (coarsely cut). 

Place all ingredients except 
watercress in kettle and bring to 
boiling point, cover and reduce 
heat and allow to simmer gently 
for one and one-half to two hours. 
Remove bone, and just before serv- 
ing add cress. Serve at once, Four 
to six servings. Chicken stock 
could also be used deliciously for 
this soup. 

BREAKFAST: Orange juice, 
poached eggs, pan fried bacon, 
raisin toast and jam. 

LUNCHEON: Watercress soup, 
cream cheese and jelly sandwiches, 
carrot ‘and 
packaged chocolate pudding. 

DINNER: Cubed veal with sour 
cream gravy, American fried. po- 
tatoes, buttered cauliflower, string 
bean salad, crusty rolls, poached 
pears, ginger wafers. 


String Bean Salad. 


Rub three hard-cooked egg yolks 
to paste, add one-fourth teaspoon 
salt, one-fourth cup lemon juice 
and three tablespoons salad oil. 
Pour over one pound French cut 
cooked beans, and allow to stand 
30 minutes before serving (do not 
overcook beans; they should still 
be bright green and slightly crisp 
in texture). Add one-third cup 
sliced Bermuda onion, one bunch 
radishes, sliced thin, sliced hard- 
cooked egg whites ‘and one cup 
chopped celery; toss lightly and 
serve. Serve milk to drink: three 
cups for each child, one cup for 
each adult. 

Note for today: With sugar 
still on the scarce list, more use is 
being made of the various substi- 
tutes.

HOUSE PASSES BILL TO DROP 
JACKSON HOLE MONUMENT 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12 (AP) .— 
New trouble for the administra- 
tion came into the Senate today— 
a House-passed bill to abolish the 
Jackson Hole National Monument 
created in Wyoming by President 
Roosevelt. 

In a vote which amounted to a 
slap at the White House, the 
House voted 178 to 107 yesterday 
to force abandonment of the 221,- 


610-acre tract which the President 


set aside by executive order in 
March, 1943. 

The measure has little chance 
of becoming law, however. The 
Senate calendar already is crowd- 
ed with business that branch of 
Congress wants to get out of the 
way before pre-Christmas adjourn- 
ment, and, even should the Dill 
clear the Senate, it faces the vir- 
_ certainty of a presidential 
veto.

HERE are hundreds of communities in which a newcomer 
T ve run no risk of having her friendly impulses mis- 

understood as “pushing”; on the other hand, there are 
many who would think her exactly that! This subject is 
broached as follows: 

“Is it ever permissible for a newcomer to ask-older 
residents to cal] on her? The people here in this town seem 
friendly enough; and yet, no one has come to call on me.” 

The answer as accurately as it can be guessed, is this: 
It all depends upon the formality of the town. In old New 
Engiand, for example, where card-leaving is observed as it 
was 50 years ago, the stranger should wait—at least until 
an older resident leaves cards or invites her to come to see 
her. In an informal community where card-leaving is almost 
unknown, the newcomer would be quite safe to follow her 
impulse, and go to speak to a neighbor in her garden or sit- 
ting on her porch. Or she might ask when she meets her 
out, “May I come to see you?”

bones from falling on slippery 

pavements, A great many 
people who would do much better 
to laugh at the pictures in the 
current periodicals go into gales 
of merriment ‘at the sight of me 
going along the streets these icy 
and frosty mornings because more 
and more I get to imitate the lo- 
comotion and posture of a snake. 
The nearer I am to the ground, 
say I, the less distance I will fall 
if and when I do slip. 

The other day some statistician 
pointed out that the greatest num- 
ber of street accidents occurred 
between the age group first, be- 
tween 5 and 12 years old and, 
second, between 45 and 65 years 
old. And the second group was 
slightly in the majority. “Elderly 
people do not -realize the risks 
they are taking whether pedes- 
trian or driving a car.” 

And I want to let that anony- 
mous statistician know that while 
I do not especially relish being 
called “elderly people” I took his 
warning to heart because I know 
he is right.

hand bicycle or a pair of roller 
skates, etc. 

The older group who have the 
accidents have retained a good 
deal of that carefree psychology, 
but they also, have more brittle 
bones than they used to have. And 
the little bones break easier than 
younger ones and at more incon- 
venient places. An eminent X-ray 
specialist, Dr. E. H. Skinner, in an 
article called “The Radiologist 
Looks at Aging Bones,” points 
out that older bones show many 
variations and crystallizations of 
lines of force, atrophy and decal- 
cification. You don’t hear of frac- 
tures of the hip bone in people of 
20 or 40, only in those of 60 to 80 
just on account of these crystal- 
lations of lines of force. 

So that is why you will find me 
going along pretty slow and care- 
fully. I do not share the bellig- 
erency of some of my contempo- 
raries who are not going to let 
anyone show them where to get 
off. If a kid has borrowed Dad's 
car and is coming towards the 
intersection with his lights off 
and his horn on, I let him pass 
even if all the pretty gals in the 
back seat of his car jeer at me.

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He’s Not Scared, Drunkor Hungry 


The Elderly But John Miller's Face and Manner Always Land Him in Those Kinds of Roles

OU may not remember his 

name, vut you are certain to 

remember John A. Miller’s 
face, when you look at the ac- 
companying picture. You’ve seen 
him in at least a dozen movies 
in which he played what he calls 
“little hungry men.” His specialty 
on stage and screen is a sort of 
composite Casper Milquetoast, 
afraid of Somebody, Drunk, or 
Hungry. In “Sleep No More,” his 
current vehicle now at the Ameri- 
can Theater, he is a timid little 
barber who surprises everybody 
by turning out to be a former 
jailbird with a record of 30 years 
behind the bars, 

Miller is a small, dark man who 
never has any trouble with his 
weight except that he can't boost 
it over 120 pounds. He looks hun- 
gry, but he isn’t, he says, and no 
amount of raw eggs, cream, or 
chopped beefsteak alters his fig- 
ure. It’s his theory that big men 
have less endurance, however, 
than the wirey types. “The big 
ones get heart attacks, and us 
little ones get ulcers,” he sums 
it up. 

The little actor didn’t start as 
a Little Hungry Man. He is a vet- 
eran vaudeville performer, who 
sang and danced for over 26 years 
with a partner known as Mack. 
Miller, for some reason, was 
Smith, in the act. The two started 
as a couple of kids in Philadel- 
phia. “We used to work in the 
boat yards, and worked out our 
first routines when we should 
have been working,” Miller re- 
calls. “Our first professional ap- 
pearance was in a Lubin Theater 
in Philadelphia—one of a big 
chain in those days. Before we got 
started, however, we used to pore 
over every edition of the Clipper, 
the amusement magazine in those 
days. We found an ad in one issue 
which asked for a singing and 
dancing act, in a 42-week engage- 
ment. The joker was that we had 
to get to Buffalo to apply. Mack 
and I got as far as New York,

the minstrels, they were signed 
en the old B. F. Keith vaudeville 
circut, which was tops in the busi- 
ness. “After touring the country 
for several years, we went back 
to New York, and played for 
Oscar Hammerstein and Filo 
Ziegfield,” Miller remembers, “We 
were on the opening bill of the 
Palace Theatre, back In 1912, and 
played at the old Hippodrome, We 
were then offered a series of 
European engagements, and we 
played at the Follies Bergere in 
Paris, in Vienna, Budapest, and 
Brussels. Then we settled down 
in London in “Hello, Tango,” play- 
ing at the Hippodrome. Every- 
thing American in the theatre was 
tops with the British in those 
days, and nothing was too good 
for us. We- played with well- 
known actors and actresses like 
Ethel Levy (George M. Cohan’s 
first wife), Elsie Janis, Jack North 


(author of Shine On, Harvest 
Moon and other musical hits). We 
were still youngsters, Mack and I, 
and we had a lot of fun, I never 
will forget the time we were in- 
vited to a command performance 
for the King and Queen of Eng- 
land, Unfortunately, we went out 
on the town the night before and 
slept through the time we were 
scheduled to make our appear- 
ance. We were pretty sunk about 
that.” 

When war broke out in Burope, 
the young entertainers sailed back 
to New York. “We came back 
to work for Ziegfield, and I 
danced with Marilyn Miller. When 
this country entered the war, 
Matk joined the Navy and I vol- 
unteered for the Army. I was in 
three big battles—the Argonne 
Forest, St. Mihiel, and the Meuse 
River.” Not all of Miller’s war 
experience was in trenches, how- 


ever, for when his commanding 
officer discovered his talents, he 
was put into a group of other 
actor-soldiers, who were assigned 
to entertain officers and troops in 
France, and, after the Armistice, 
in Germany. “I'll never forget 
dancing in an old German castle 
for Gen. Pershing and the then 
Prince of Wales,” the entertainer 
reminisces. “We did our act in 
hob-nailed shoes on the most beau- 
tiful ebony floors I ever saw. Lou 
Brice, brother of Fannie, was in 
the act with me,” 

After the war, Miller came back 
to vaudeville, and rounded out 25 
years with Mack as a partner. In 
the early thirties, Hollywood beck- 
oned, and the partners went out 
to California to play in a night 
club started by Frank Fay and 
Barbara Stanwyck. “Mack stayed 
with Barbara as a sort of business 
manager, and I went in the mo- 
vies,” Miller says: “I got typed 
right away as a little, hungry man, 
One of my first pictures was Shir- 
ley Temple's first—'Stand Up and 
Cheer,’ I sang the hill-billy song, 
‘She’s Way Up Thar’ in it. Since 
that time I have been drunk, hun- 
gry or scared in all my roles in a 
dozen pictures—with one excep- 
tion, I played a etraight role in 
‘The Navy Way.’ I was the father 
of a sailor lost at sea, and lied to 
the Navy to get in, There’s one 
scene that shows me fall doad, 
trying to compete with the young- 
sters on an obstacle course.” 


“It was a funny thing about that 
scene. I really did go over those 
hurdles and climb the ladders with 
18-year-old kids. I could beat 
them over every time—years of 
dancing give you a sense of timing 
and balance which no other ath- 
letic training affords.” 

Miller still dances, for his own 
amusement, and spends many a 
pleasant evening in Hollywood 
dancing with his good friends, 
Jimmie Cagney, and John Boyle 
(“the best tap dancer in America,” 
according to Miller) who has a 
school of dancing there, He did a 
few turns around the floor for us, 
just to prove he’s atill in good 
form, 


It is an fronical fact that al- 
though Miller is at his best por- 
traying the weaving drunk, the 
actor never indulges in anything 
stronger than Coca-Cola himaelf. 
He is also supposed to appeal to 
any casting director looking for a 
half-starved waif~—yet “I eat like 
a horse,” Miller says. ‘And as far 
as being the scared type — which 
I'm supposed to look like — I 
can’t think of a thing I’m afraid 
of either,”

East won and returned a 
hvart. Declarer put up dummy’s 
ace, and if he then had led the 
diamond queen he would have 
made things very tough for the 
defense, but he chose to return a 
low diamond.

Another boy, the calf of whose 
leg had been shot off in battle, 
said that the man who shined his 
shoes while he was still in uni- 
form said to him: “It’s funny 


that they would take you into the 
army with that kind of a leg.” 
It never seemed to dawn upon him 
that the boy was suffering from 
wounds received in battle! 

The fact of the matter is that 
all this is so completely new to 
us that we don’t stop to think, 
when we look at a young man, 
that he might be back in civilian 


clothes because he had served our 


cause to the limit of his ability. 
We have not grown accustomed to 
the realization that we now have 
a job to do in serving him and 
helping him back to normal life
